The Critic, our high school magazine, which appears tri-annually, provides the student, 
whether reader or contributor, with enjoyment and satisfaction. Each publication includes short 
stories, features, poems, editorials, write-ups of school news and organizations, and illustrations. 
All contributions, whether written or drawn, are done by the students only. 


The magazine is conducted by a staff of approximately twenty people made up of editors, 
department writers, business manager, faculty advisors, and others. Meeting during sixth group in 
the chemistry lab, the staff reads, discusses, and votes on various material submitted by the students 
for publication. Oftentimes, the staff selects a theme for its magazine. “Brotherhood and Interna- 
tionalism’’ was the theme of the fall issue, around which theme many of the articles centered. 


Last year, the Critic received Medalist, the highest attainable rating, from the Scholastic Press 
Association of Columbia University and All-American, the highest attainable, from the National 
Scholastic Press Association of the University of Minnesota.

The team this year was led by All-Stater Ken Burnett, who was also the state high scorer, 
and Warren Mitchell, leading rebounder. Others who performed well were center Bob Hickson 
and playmaking guards, John Richards and Hemo Harris. 

The season opened with an easy week-end for the Hilltoppers as they downed South Boston 
and Covington, a new member of the Western District. After these two games the Glassmen 
journeyed to Richmond where they met a strong T. J. team who dropped in a last second basket 
to give the Hilltoppers their first defeat. 

After the new year, the team met a powerful Portsmouth squad who handed the Glassmen their 
second defeat in a row. 

With these two defeats the Hilltoppers were fighting mad and succeeded in beating both Salem 
and Maury by a sizable margin. 

Trying to gain the Western District lead, the Hilltoppers invaded Danville where, after play- 
ing one of their best games of the year, they were edged by a slender two points. This dropped them 
to second place and set the stage for an exciting game at Roanoke the following weekend. Coach 
Bryan worked the boys hard and long and it paid off as they came out on the long end of a 
51-50 score. The one point came in the last seconds of an overtime period on a foul shot by 
Burnett. 

Playing three more games away from home, the Hilltoppers dropped another one point thriller 
to Alexandria, one of the strongest teams in the state, but came roaring back to defeat John Mar- 
shall, the Central District Champs, and Salem. 

Finishing out their regular season with seven home games, the Hilltoppers set out to avenge 
some of the early season defeats. Revenge was very sweet when T. J. and Alexandria were de- 
feated by a total of fifteen points. But the Danville game had a bitter taste for the Hilltoppers 
since this defeat knocked them out of a chance at the ‘Western District title and was also the first 
defeat on the armory court for six years. The remaining games were only average as the Glass- 
men tramped through Petersburg, Roanoke, Covington, and Hampden- Pace) NB 

The Hilltoppers entered the State Tournament with high hope of winning the State Champion- 
ship but the jinx of the past three years and a powerful Portsmouth team seemed to be too much 
for them. The game was the most thrilling of the tournament since Portsmouth won by only one 
point with a basket in the last eight seconds of the game.

Those boys and girls you see lugging big, heavy machines from the auditorium to 212 are mem- 
bers of the E. C. Glass Motion Picture Club. Organized in 1937, the club has as its object the pro- 
vision of efficient, well-presented visual education programs for the students and teachers.

The Science Club is designed to encourage interest in the sciences-chemistry, physics, and 
biology, and to suggest the possibilities in study carried on by students ‘‘outside the classroom”.

TRADE SCHOOL 


“Mr. Fox, I have been considering entering Trade School for some time, but I want a little 
more information about the work, qualifications, and benefits before | make up my mind definite- 
ly,” says Joe Smith, a freshman at E. C. Glass High School. 

‘‘Joe,” answered Mr. Fox, “by going to Trade School—if you work hard—you can be sure of 
a job waiting for you when you graduate from high school. Any boy who graduates with an 
average of C or above is placed in an apprenticeship program, or may often start right into the 
trade he has chosen with at least half credit being given toward a journeyman’s rating.” 

“What subjects must I take now in order to enter Trade School?” asks Joe. 

‘You must complete a year of high school and a year of math before you can enter Trade 
School, Joe,” answers Mr. Fox. ‘Then half of your school time will be spent at Trade School. 
You must be prepared to spend three hours a day in work at Trade School.” 

Three classes are taught at Trade School located on Monroe Street: mechanical drawing, 
machine shop, and electricity. In the mechanical drawing class, taught by Mr. Walter Wood, stu- 
dents learn the use of various instruments, of the orthographic projection, and study problems in 
sectioning isometric drawings, auxiliary views and lettering. Machine shop, taught by Mr. John 
L. Tyree, covers blue print reading, shop safety, rules and scales, semi-precision and common pre- 
cision, tools, shaper and planer, lathe, milling machines and operations. The students in electricity 
have studied signals systems (bell circuits) and the theory of house wiring. The teacher of that 
class is Mr. E. H. White.
